MUST BOOKS 


Note: At the opening of the summer season, the definition of "must books" takes on 
something of the color of "summer reading". Partly this is due to the fact that it 
is essential the bookshops stock the type of books that will fill the demand for 
lighter reading, as well as the occasional substantial books issued during these 
months and important whatever the season. And partly this is due to the publishers’ 
concentration, rightly or wrongly, on lighter material during the summer. - All this 
by way of indication that the selection of MUST BOOKS in this issue shows the first 
turning towards the summer publications. They are definitely books for that market. 


May 28 
Golding, Louis THE DANCE GOES ON Farrar & Rinehart 


A good many steps up from The Camberwell Beauty but still far from the 
standard set by Magnolia Street and Five Silver Daughters. He has completely de- 
serted his familiar settings and gone to pre-revolution Russia and the story of a 
dancer. Borodin of the Russian Ballet "inherits" a new born child of one of his 
old pupils, and determines to bring her up as exponent of the refinement of his ac- 
cumulated principles of the art of the dance. As she approaches maturity, he feels 
he owns her and succeeds in smashing her budding romance with a somewhat leftish 
surgeon who has saved her brother's life. Eventually, despairing of patching up 
broken hearts and faiths, she pledges herself to the prince who has adored her for 
years. Then - at the peak of her fame comes the revolution. Her ex-lover, at last 
in the saddle, cannot prevent the destruction of her home nor her arrest, but closes 
his eyes to her ultimate escape, managed through a clever trick of her brother's. 
They repledge their love at the border - and she goes on to her prince, and he returns 
to his duty. It is an unimportant story, but well-paced and colorful, and not too 
much strain on the mental adroitness. Definitely tripe for rental libraries, but 
better written than most, and the Golding name will guarantee a certain extension 
beyond that border line. $2.50

Deeping, Warwick BLIND MAN'S YEAR Knopf 


Deeping has fixed his pattern, It is a variant through characters, rather 
than types, through settings, through ramifications of plot, but always there is 
the recluse (for one reason or another) and always the outsider who crashes the gate 
of his (or her) privacy through sheer goodness and understanding. This time, the 
recluse is a famous and successful novelist, who hides from the world because of a 
birthmark. She does her charity in secret. She loves her garden. She has one 
friend with whom she is real, and a small staff who adore her. She is lonely and 
afraid. Into this doubtful paradise crashes an airplane, fog—bound, and the dying 
aviator is brought into her home, and precipitates the necessity of emerging from 
complete isolation in order to defeat death. On his recovery, he faces blindness, 
and they find their mutual dependence has blossomed into love. The year that fol- 
lows gives her poise and appreciation of what she had almost missed; and gives him 
a start on the new life. There is the dependable blend of romance and emotional 
values which guarantees his sales. $2.50

Rosman, Alice Grant TRUTH TO TELL Putnam-Minton, Balch 


Good Rosman, though we didn't like it quite as well as Mother of the Bride. 
Possibly because it follows too much the fairy tale pattern of the wicked grand- 
mother, the two lost children, and the eventual reunion, and happy ending. None the 
less, Miss Rosman has the faculty of creating her atmosphere and characters con- 
vincingly through excellent dialogue and a good dramatic and descriptive sense. She 
is an adept in the field of family tales, she writes of pleasant peopls in pleasant 
places, and she is conservative without being sugary. This is the story of a broth- 
er and sister separated in babyhood, and kept apart by the grandmother who wants the 
girl to be ignorant of the existence of her brother and plans to condemn her to a 
lonely barren life in punishment for her parents' unfortunate marriage. But it all 
turns out well, and it is excellent hammock reading. First rate rentals and public

Alfange, Dean THE SUPREME COURT AND THE NATIONAL WILL Doubleday, Doran 
The First Recipient of the Theodore Roosevelt Award 
* In the rash of books on the Supreme Court and the Constitution, this book 


and the Burton Hendrick book (report below) stand out as sane and balanced and ob- 
jective presentations of facts, offered the reader with the intention of giving him 
the opportunity to draw his own conclusions, and in no sense aiming to force the 
writer's opinion upon him. The two books complement each other admirably . This 
book while giving briefly and succinctly the background, history and traditions of 
the Supreme Court, discusses specific trends on certain issues, following them 
through as issues from the days of Marshall to the present, rather than presenting 
successive periods as separate units. Before the close, he summarizes — with a 
warning against dogmatic interpretation of such summarizing - the successive trends, 
and one sees the growth in the Court's response to public sentiment, its gradual 
verging away from property interests, its value as a check on overhasty legislation, 
One feels the Court as a cohesive force and power, human in its reflection of polit- 
ical and economic trends, slowest, perhaps, in reflection of social trends, but none 
the less an ultimate tuning fork for the nation. A brilliant book, eminently read- 
@ble and - to the layman - evidently sound. Should displace some of the sensational 
and fiercely partisan books recently issued on the subject, for anyone who wishes a 
thoughtful study of the background, with only occasional concentration on the immed- 
iate issue as a part of the whole picture. Ideal companion sale with next title.

Hendrick, Burton J. BULWARK OF THE REPUBLIC Little, Brown 
*% The perfect complementary volume to follow the Alfange book, reviewed 


above. Where that book (The Supreme Court and the National Will) handles sanely 
and objectively the place the Court has taken in the nation's growth, the trends, 
both horizontally and vertically, the gradual accumulation of value as a responsive 
instrument to public sentiment, Hendrick's book approaches the Constitution and 

the Court as human entities, evolved from and through the men who created the in-~ 
strument and its interpretation. Hendrick poses no question, he makes no attempt 

to present a thesis of his own beliefs, one knows not at the close what single point 
of view he represents. He brings to life the men who built the Constitution. He 














takes one into their way of life and thought, the social and economic and political 
problems that gave rise to the successive steps in the building of the Constitution 
and subsequent changes and interpretations. He traces the storms that raged around 
the issues that necessitated new interpretation and alterations. He makes no bones 
of his belief that the Court was indubitably planned to pass upon the laws made by 
Congress, but shows how in the main it has stood for progress and kept itself elas- 
tic, recognizing mistakes and rectifying them, when need arises. He traces the 

great figures and the great issues ~ the human frailties and partisanship and bias - 
the halting in keeping abreast of social problems - the close intertwining of the 
history of the Court with the whole political and economic history of the country. 
From the human interest point of view, the book recalls Preston's Revolution of 1976. 
It is an achievement to present profound subject matter with so human a touch that 

it stands a good chance of overleaping the barriers of a surfeit of books on the sub- 
ject and the danger of excessive partisanship, and of coming through to best seller- 
dom. The fact that the author avoids the direct issue of the moment is, perhaps, a 
disappointment at first; afterwards one realizes that what he has succeeded in doing 
is to give the reader the groundwork for his own clearer thinking, greater confidence, 
and longer view.

Contains a selection of the best stories in his earlier books, At The Gate- 
ways of the Day and The Bright Islands and a few new stories. Folk lore mterial 
available for the most part in technical collections and scattered volumes, retold 
by a poet - legends of gods and goddesses, of mere mortals, of legendary Hawaii, of 
strange exploits. Colorful contribution to world's folk lore. Interest primarily 
for those concerned in the subject, with plus sale for juveniles, somewhat curtailed 


by difficulty of Hawaiian names. Illustrated by Donald Forrer. $2.50

Carroll, Eleanor Elliott STORMY PETREL Penn 


The impetuous younger daughter of an artistocratic southern family plays 
fast and loose with the newly arrived bounder in the neighborhood. Her grandfather 
and her sister plot to smash the romance - and succeed. On the rebound she marries 
Old Faithful ~ and the last hundred pages are needed to unsnarl the mess when he dis- 
covers the role in which he is cast. But all comes right in the end. A .trajrance 
of familiar sweetness — but readable enough for a stray hour or so. $2.

Dauli, Gian THE WHEEL TURNS Putnam-Minton, Balch 


A vigorous and occasionally raw novel in autobiographical form, translated 
from the Italian, and tracing the career of a middle class Italian from childhood, 
through adolescent love affairs and desultory jobs, to the gutter. As a lad he meets 
Sofia, is initiated into sex life with her, leaves her when she becomes pregnant, and 
eventually comes back to her, only to leave her again. The story is the least part. 
The text teems with family anecdotes, Rabelasian, tragic, full~blooded and vital. A 
philosophical undercurrent ~- indicated in the title - in the end predominates, The 
book is a broad-canvassed picture of a level of Italian society, typical perhaps of 
the descent of that class in pre-war years, The author writes well, is adept at vivi- 
fying people, swarmy noisy vital Italians, some of his soberer commentary on life is 
acute. Crude at times - normal ~ frank. Not for your conservatives. $2.75

Ferguson, Blanche Smith LILY OF THE FIELD .- + QY Penn 


Cardboard situation ~ a story of a charming southern family subsisting on 
borrowed money and their name, with stock in trade a beautiful daughter and weakling 
son. A wealthy bachelor of 30 is the mainstay of the family, and Pam sets her cap 
for him and then spoils her plan by falling in love with a penniless doctor. Her 
brother settles the matter by his gambling debts, and she almost goes through with 
her marriage, But the family is rescued in time and she marries her doctor. Stock 
pattern, plenty of action, dialogue a bit lush.

Solid novel covering the span from Victorian England until after the war. 
Quiet pace, picture of iron woman character against Yorkshire and London background, - 
a woman in business ahead of her time, bitterly scarred by an incestuous love tragedy 
but building her ownlife out of the ruins, and making a huge success out of her father-— 
in-law's wine business. Once again, skillful handling of Jewish characters. $2.50

Jeter, Goetze THE STRIKERS Stokes 


A story cross sectioning the lives of factory workers on strike. Probably 
set in a southern town, though the town is not identifiable. Shifting pictures of 
behind the scene in the lives of the men, whose gesture towards defiance is stale- 
mated by the employers closing down the plant and departing. Too much on the senti- 
mental side to class with usual proletarian literature, and in the main against the 
strike makers. More human interest than propaganda. Recalls in tempo, Leane Zug-— 
smith's A Time To Remember, which told the story of a department store strike.

Holton, Edith Austin FEATHERED WATER Penn 


Not too good - this story of the young saw-bones who comes back to his 
home town on the Cape to take over the country doctor's practice for the summer. His 
former playmate, Eunice, is the nurse, and they become engaged, only to run amook on 
the interference of the younger sister. But eventually all works out well. Stereo- 
typed but livened by plush local color, eccentric fisher folk, occasional emergency

Wheatley, Vera NO STEPPING BACKWARD Dutton 


Same characters .and setting as Saturday at Hazeldines but not dependant 
on that for interest. Wider appeal in fact that concentration is not, this time, on 
the garden interest, but in the woman problem. Gerda is 19, imaginative, unworldly, 
impetuous -— and she marries the first boy she has known, a smug dullard who denies 
her everything she cares for. She becomes involved with her publisher, loses hin, 
and with her husband's death is left to pick up the pieces, Adept handling - more 
finish, though less charm, than the earlier book. Warmth, sympathy, intelligence 
in handling characters and motive.

The blurb calls it "a gay and raffish tale” but we're inclined to place 
it definitely on the raffish side. The ins and outs of a roadhouse supplies the 
action, with the characters including a youth who is running away from reality and 
is persuaded by the young woman proprietor to stay, the gangsters, ex-bootleggers, 
tarts, employees. As a finale a marathon automobile driver stages a six-day mara- 
thon around the hotel. Fuchs on a small and quiet scale - less crude, less bitter, 
but unpleasant reminiscent. For that market, this may seem humorous. The telling

Green has an unwanted 
wife, an unfinished symphony, and an urge to fish, so buys a trailer, and en route 
discovers a stowaway, an ultra~glorious and glorified movie star escaping an unwanted 
husband and a manager who wants her to play in a fishing story - and she can't abide 
fish.

Penitente village. His host knows his identity, but plays cat and mouse with hin, 
keeping him virtual prisoner during the Lenten season. He finds solace in the wife 
of a Mexican victim of the rites. At the close, he discovers a new slant on life, 
faith and love to hold on to. The Penitente sacraments are playedup dramatically. 
Good adventure ~- skillfully written -— unique setting. Author wrote, several years 


ago, a delightful adventure travel book, Enchanted Sand, again a New Mexican setting.

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PROBLEMATICAL BOOKS - Yon Fiction 
LATE COMERS 
Dennis, Geoffrey CORONATION COMMENTARY Dodd, Mead 


Probably one of the most discussed books of the moment, for one reason only, 
the proposed suit of the Duke of Windsor against the English publishers, It seems un- 
fortunate that publicity of the kind will unquestionably give prominence and undue im- 
portancd to a cheap and shoddy book, in the main friendly in spirit to the Duke, but 
with some smart-alec phrases that have evidently rubbed him the wrong way, and some 
unveiled insults to Mrs. Simpson, who is never mentioned by name. The book is a survey 
of the power of the throne and the crown in England, a discussion of the present reign- 
ing family, and brief biographical data about its members. Most of the book was writ- 
ten before the abdication, and is definitely sympathetic ~ though reference to hidden 
and adverse commentary is made. Unlike Bolitho, the author does not right about face 
and attack Mdward. His sympathy is still with him - but he ventures to be more flip- 
pant about the whole situation than he would have been otherwise, An unimportant 
book, carelessly written - but now assured sales and rentals. $2.00 


Fraser, Mowat G. THE COLLEGE OF THE FUTURE Columbia University 


Not, as I had hoped, a survey of American higher education for the layman 
seeking a basis of surer understanding of the situation, but a philosophical and 
highly specialized appraisal of fundamental plans and trends, with little specific 
analysis of individual colleges and universities, except in so far as some aspeet 
or other points up his thesis. A book for college officials, for large public librar- 
ies, for educational theorists and students. But not for the man in the street who 
wants to decide where to enter his son or daughter. $3.75 


Sitwell, Edith SELECTED POEMS Houghton, Mifflin 


A revised edition containing the original material and two new poems, and 
in addition an introductory essay in defense and explanation of her poetry. She calls 
it "the most misunderstood poetry of our time” - and one is inclined to agree, Her 
defense is fairly obvious ~ new forms always meet opposition, obscurity and artific{- 
ality are a matter of the eyes with which one sees. She renders her impressions 
through images piercing the essence. The main part of her introduction is a techni- 
cal line by line analysis of moot points, notes for poets primarily. In spite of 
which, to us her work remains obscure! $3.00 


Crowell, Grace Noll THIS GOLDEN SUMMIT Harper 


Many short verses, varying in metrical pattern but on conventional lines, 
devoted to everyday things, rain and sun, flowers, birds, singing kettle on the 
hearth, on down the line of banality.

The Story of Glenn Curtis 

* The story of a natural genius - a bicycle salesman and racer from Hammonds-- 


port, New York - a man with little education and less knowledge of scientific theory 
who held the title for ten years of "fastest human on earth". He became the leading 
motor expert in the country and through Alexander Graham Bell joined the group that 
made the first public flight. He led the American parade in perfecting the airplane, 
and distinguished himself over many years in his contributions to aeronautics, The 
war put a stop to his activities, but his heart remained in the field until his death.

SPECIAL NOTE 


The plus sale opportunity offered by sporting books is more tangible in its returns 
than in almost any other field - with the possible exception of rare books, where a 
highly specialized knowledge is required. Sporting books appeal to a virtually un- 
touched market, men whose reading interests are limited to these special fields. 
Building such a list should be done through personal contact, keeping careful note of 
special interests, and notifying the customers when books in their field come in. 
Frequently, such customers will repay many times over sending out volumes on approval. 
Plan occasional special features in cooperation with a lotal sporting goods store or 
department. Borrow pictures for exhibition. Get your customers conscious of the 
fact that you have a department of sporting books and wives will pass the information 
on to sporting husbands who never buy a book in the ordinary run. Get the collecting 
bug into their heads. Tell them the story of the Gordon Grand books and their phen- 
omenal rise in value. Of other possible openings, such as the Spiller collectors who 
are fairly new at the game. The books are expensive - limited - highly specialized 
in interest. And the market is worth careful and deliberate cultivation. You might 
try a test mailing, to picked customers ~ sounding out their interests with a careful 
selection of books. Then - go to it. More power to you.
